By Mar is meant Henry the eighth, a man of a martial 
ſpirit, by Puer, Prince Edward the ſixt h, who died in his none- 
age, by Alecto, which is the name of one of the Furies, is un- 
derſtood Queen Mary, who in her daies committed ſo many 
Proteſtants to the mercileſs fury of the fire and fagots, by Virgo 
is underſtood the moſt renouned Virgin Queen Elizabeth , by 
Vulpes, ing James, by Leo, King Charles, by N ullus that no 
man ſhall ſit after him on the Throne of gland, to be inveſted 
with the royal diadem: It is not nevertheleſs to be diſſembled, 
that there are ſome learned men who make this Propheſy of a

H B preſently after his arrival out of Germany, repaired to

| Myr Edward —_— Propheſie. 
N 1 Edward Morgan was born in Flint ſßire but had his 
* education in Reme, where attaining to a great meaſure of 
8 be was ordained prieſt, and ſent into England, where 
being diſcovered, and ingenioufly confeſſing what he was, he 
was committed priſoner to Newgate, and according to the Sta- 
tute in that caſe provided, he was hanged, drawn, and quarte- 
red, in the year 1642. Although he was a Prieſt (as I have 
ſaid) yet he was a bitter enemy againſt the Jeſuites, and fore- 
told the great ruin agd devaſtion which ſuddenly would fall up- 
on the Exgliſb Nation, if the State did give any more way un- 
to the Jeſuites, he foretold the extirpation of the Government 
then being, and the war then falling upon the Land which he 
faid could nor otherwiſe be prevented, but by a ſevere courſe 
taken againſtthe Jeſuites ; for if they fell not, it was impoſſible 
but that the Crown t ſelf would come to ruine, which in ſe- 
ven years afterwards came to paſs. In his time there was one 
whoſe name was Smith, a Jeſuite, commonly honored amongſt 
the Engliſh Papiſts, by the title of the Biſhop Calecdon, to him 
the k ngliſh Catholicks had their reco rſc in points of Eccleſi- 
aſtical — and he lived much concealed; Mr Morgan 
(although no friend at all to the Proteſfant- reformed Religi- 
on) yet again and again preſaged, that if ſome courſe were not 
taken with him to ſuppreſs his power the King in a ſhort time 
would loſe bis E, ind the Kingdom their liberty, and this he 
ſaid could not be avoided, wherefore he acquainted many 
Juſtices of the Peace with the place where be concealed him- 
ſelf, and how he might be apprehended, but finding no redreſs, 
he petitioned co the Judges of the Land, againſt the ſaid Juſti- 
ces, who being either of conſanguinity or friends unto them. 
the event was: that the ſaid Mr Morgan was firſt committed to 
the Fleer, where he continued for the fpace of three years, and 
having after ards obtained his liberty by the means of Mr ohn 
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Ingram at that time Warden of the 8 Gorha though of ano - 
ther Religion, was much taken with his ſingular apprehenſion 
and dexterity of dicourſe, he not long afrerwards by the malice 
of his violent and powerful adverſaries, was apprehended again 
and ſent to Newgate, W her ba ving every day preſaged to thoſe 
of his own fraternity (there being at that time mIny Romiſh 
Prieſts priſoners in Newgate) and declared that the French Je- 
ſuites would undoutedly bring the glory of the Engliſh Nation 
to a fatal and ſudden diſſolution, he fuffered the pains of death 
as a convicted Roman Prieſt in the year 1642. It is very obſer- 
vable that this man was ſo bitter againſt the Jeſuites ani thei⸗ 
practiſes when he lived at Rome, that the buſineſs was brought 
before the Right Reverend Father in God, Cardinal Zelarmine 
who wasa Ieſuite himſelf, before whom having often propbe- 
fied that the Colledges and Dignities.of the Jeſuites ſhould not 
continue above forty years, he was looked upon as a madman, 
as indeed all Prophets have been ſo accounted, and no man en- 
tertaining bim, he lay three winter nights in the Church porch 
of Sancta Maria ſupra miner vam at laſt to be rid of him they 
procured him the Popes Meſſineſs for England, as the fit 
place for him, the Jeſuires whiſpering one another in the ear, 
that they were all there as mad as himſelf. _
